TEST September 8-9 


The S-E-T is with us again 
this year and it has sneaked 
up too fast for comfort be- 
cause we’re holding the Flor- 
ida SET a month in advance 
of the national SET as an- 
nounced in QST. This is to 
avoid possible complications 
with real hurricanes. 


SET this year will NOT be 
a simulated disaster. It will 
be a drill to test two things: 

(1) Our arrangement with 
Red Cross for handling their 
traffic; 

(2) Our ability to use 10 
meters and the VHF bands to 
keep out of QRM, QRN, QSB 
and other horrors on the HF 
bands. 


The exercise will not run 
longer than 24 hours — per- 
haps less. Scheduled starting 
time is noon Saturday Septem- 
ber 8. Scheduled ending time 
is noon Sunday. But many 
stations will be able to QRT 
earlier. Details on that far- 
ther down the column. 

We have asked W4LS of 
NATIONAL AMCROSS to try 
to give us several hundred 
messages, all addressed to 
AMCROSS chapters in Flori- 
da and all requesting a reply. 
This is to test AMCROSS 
traffic handling system we’ve 
been working on ever since 
Hurricane SET last year.

EARLY BIRD SILENT KEY 


The earliest known publica- 
tion akin to radio was the fa- 
mous book entitled “De Mag- 
nete”’, published by William 
Gilbert in 1600. Prior to this, 
electricity as produced by rub- 
bing amber was known to the 
cultured races of remote anti- 
quity. The word “Electricity” 
comes from the Latin “elec- 
trum and the Greek “elektron”, 
both of which mean amber. 


The leading facts as to the 
mutual action of magnets and 
their behavior under the in- 
fluence of the earth’s magne- 
tis m apparently was well 
known to Gilbert (1540-1603) 
as many theories were advanc- 
ed during this century. One 
favorite theory of Gilbert’s 
was that each molecule in a 
bar of iron is a tiny magnet. 
When the bar is not magnetiz- 
ed, the molecules are all jum- 
bled up. When the bar is mag- 
netized. the molecules are lin- 
ed up with all the north poles 
pointing one way and all the 
south poles pointing in the op- 
posite direction. It is felt that 
the theory of the very exist- 
ance of the molecule might 
have been discovered from this 
hypothesis. 


Gilbert suggested that the 
earth itself was a uniformly 
magnetized sphere, with poles 
approximating to the geogra- 
phical poles in position. The 
scientific study of terrestrial 
magnetism thus began. Gil- 
bert’s hypothesis is borne by 
the angle of the dip of the 
compass needle, which increas- 
es as the poles are approach- 
ed, indicating that the lines of 
magnetic force are entering 
the surface of the earth at 
gradually increasing  steep- 
ness, a distribution agreeing 
with that of a uniformly mag- 
netized sphere.

there to other nets via Key 
City liaisons for delivery. 

All AMCROSS traffic origi- 
nating in Florida for out-of- 
state will originate in what- 
ever net seems best to the 
EC where the traffic origi- 
nates. But he gives his out- 
bound AMCROSS traffic to a 
Key Station in one of the Key 
Cities. The Key Station then 
transfers the traffic to either 
QFEN or FREN to go to AM- 
CROSS. 

State Civil Defense is also 
being invited to participate 
fully in SET. Their traffic, 
of course, will go almost ex- 
clusively on Net C—SSB when 
it goes on HF circuits. State 
CDHQ will guard only Net C 
on HF. AMCROSS will guard 
only QFEN and FREN. We 
expect participation from WA- 
4DZR, the new AMCROSS sta- 
tion in Macon, and perhaps 
also W 3 P Z A, AMCROSS, 
Washington, D. C. and W4- 
PHL, AMCROSS, Richmond. 

The other half of the Flori- 
da SET involes use of the 
VHF bands and 10 meters. 


The objective here is for 
only the Key Cities to oper- 
ate on NETS A, C, D and E. 
All other cities and towns 
should make every effort to 
handle all their communica- 
tions on VHF or 10 meters. 

It works like this. Suppose 
there is an AMCROSS mes- 
sage from Washington, D. C. 
to the Home Service Chair- 
man, AMCROSS, Live Oak. 
The message originates at W3- 
PZA who puts it directly in- 
to Florida on QFEN to a Key 
City—probably either Talla- 
hassee or Jacksonville, since 
they are closest. Say Jax takes 
it, through CW Key Station 
W4QVJ. He puts it on the 2- 
meter local net to W4RMU 
who immediately puts it into 
Live Oak on six meters. The 
reply follows the same route. 

Every AREC member par- 
ticipating should be requested 
to file a message to his favor- 
ite SEC and another message 
to his SCM. Every EC parti- 
cipating should file one mes- 
sage to his SEC, one to his 
SCM and one to the National 
Emergency Coordinator WI- 
NJM, West Hartford, Conn. 
Details on Civil Defense mes- 
sages will be covered by QNCs 
on FSBEN and in a later spe- 
cial SEC Bulletin on Set. 

When a none-Key station 
has handled all his Red Cross, 
Civil Defense and AREC traf- 
fic and he expects nothing 


further, he may notify the 
nearest Key City EC that he 
is securing his county. This 
message should report to the 
Key City EC the total num- 
ber of messages handled, and 
the total number of amateurs 
participating in the exercise. 
Key City ECs should prompt- 
ly send their ECs a full re- 
port of these messages along 
with their own reports on Key 
City operations. 

Key Cities will remain al- 
erted until a Condition Four 
is declared, probably around 
noon Sunday — perhaps ear- 
lier, depending on circumstan- 
ces and the level of activity 
at that time.

One purpose of the’ test is to 
find the VHF blind spots and 
try to find ways to cure them. 

However, certain essential 
stations not in Key Cities must 
nevertheless continue to oper- 
ate the HF bands. These are 
the HF Net Managers and de- 
signated Net Control Stations. 

Note that no reference has 
been made to the operation 
of Net B. There are two pur- 
poses in this. First, there will 
be very little priority 7 traf- 
fic to keep the net busy and 
it would be wasteful to keep 
it alerted and idle. If the traf- 
fic load justifies it, Net B 
will be altered by SEC De- 
claration after SET is under 
way. 

The other reason is that we 
want to do our best to make 
Net A fully useable on a state- 
wide basis for AREC Liaison 
and general traffic. We learn 
ed something last year about 
NCS difficulties on both A-M 
nets and the importance of 
having powerful NCS stations 
located in mid-state rather 
then in either the Panhandle 
or in South Florida. This year 
we need to learn something 
about placing and choosing net 
controls and this will give us 
that opportunity. 

The new AREC Manuals are 
in print. Bundles of them have 
been distributed to all ECs. 
ECs should make a strenuous 
effort to hand out the manu- 
als to their AREC members 
to be studied and discussed be- 
fore SET so that everybody 
is familiar with it. 

There are small changes 
from the printed “plan” which 
was distributed last year. In 
particular, note that “A” du- 


ties are slightly changed, in 
effect in such a way that the 
net will handle all priorities 
of traffic at all times unless 
restricted to Priority 1, 2 and 
3 by directive. The traffic 
load distribution system has 
worked so well that all nets 
are now normally able to han- 
dle all the traffic they’re of- 
fered without any significant 
dalays. 

Note also that the 40 meter 
alternate frequencies for nets 
A and B have been changed. 
The Net A frequency is now 
7230 ke to conform with the 
Midday Net frequency. Net 
Bs daytime frequency is now 
7260 to make use of a frequen- 
cy which is in considerable in- 
formal use in Florida even 
though no informal net pre- 
sently exists there. 


In the Priority Definitions, 
there are a couple of changes. 
“Apparently important traffic 
not necessarily related to an 
emergency” has been deleted 
from Prio 7 and made part of 
a new category, along with 
messages which have a strong 
time element. The new cate- 
gory is “URGENT” which 
should also be used in hand- 
ling non-emergency traffic. 

As you can see, the SET 
exercise this year is designed 
to spotlight some _ possible 
week spots in our operating 
set-up __ VHF blind spots, 
state-wide A-M net operation 
to find suitable NCS, and the 
whole AMCROSS traffic sys- 
tem which has never been 
tried. The test won’t work if 
we solve the test problems 
“the easy way.” SO AGAIN, 
AS IN HURRICANE SET, 
PLEASE DON’T CHANGE 
THE RULES IN THE MID- 
DLE OF THE GAME. STICK 
Wiel eto Pee vies Lind) a lO 
SOLVE YOUR PROBLEMS 
WITHIN THEM. We all know 
you can move traffic from 
Cross City to Tampa on 75 or 
80 meters. Let’s see if it can 
be done on 6 or 2 or ten. 

This points up the import- 
ance to every EC of getting 
his VHF system in shape and 
in running tests with near-by 
(and distant) Key Cities or 
smaller towns to check things 
out and get them working. 

ECs who are totally unable 
to get through to anybody on 
VHF should report this to his 
EC via a message filed to a 
Key City on a HF net. 

All Key City ECs of course 
should make advance arrange- 
ments with surrounding ECs 
for VHF skeds with pre-ar- 
ranged frequencies. 

This brings up another im-

portant point touched on brief- 
ly in the AREC Manual. Once 
you have made QSO with your 
chosen Key City, arrange with 
your contact there to either 
keep a sked or to monitor the 
frequency continuously. Once 
you have made a sked, keep 
it. This will permit the EC 
to direct traffic addressed to 
you to the proper Key Station 
in his city to be “stored” un- 
til the next sked. 

The SECs and all NCS will 
assume unless otherwise in- 
formed that all traffic for non- 
key cities and towns will be 
directed to the nearest Key 
City. 

All Florida ECs are urged 
to keep close records on the 
SET and Went the ARRL 
mails you the SET reporting 
form - please fill them out 
return promptly so FLORIDA 
will get credit in the national 
scores in QST.

HINT AND KINK 


Here is a Hint and Kink- 
a sure check for an accurate 
operation of a standing wave 
bridge is to borrow another 
SWR bridge from another am- 
ateur and put it in the coax 
line, in series with your own 
and the two readings should 
be real close. Set your SWR 
at forward position and the 
borrowed one at reflected po- 
sition. Write down the read- 
ings then exchange the switch 
positions and compare _ the 
readings. The only difference 
should be the slight amount of 
current used by the SWR unit 
nearest the transmitter: 


A further check, coax may 
be swapped to check diode dif- 
ference. A large difference 
in readings means one or both 
are in error. With a 52 ohm 
resister (of suitable wattage 
to prevent overheading the re- 
sistor and changing resist- 
ance). Install resistor at far 
end of coax inplace of anten- 
na. The SWR bridges should 
read 1:1 UNITY this is also a 
check for coax condition and 
connectors. In the case of 72 
ohm coax use 72 ohm resistor 
ete. 

After these checks you will 
know how good your SWR 
bridge really is.

SAFETY SEVEN 


Anyone who has witnessed 
death by electrocution will 
most assuredly agree what a 
terrible experience this can be. 
Electrocution sometimes re- 
sults in bad body burns where 
the victim is caught offguard 
with no one to help him. 


So much has been written 

on this subject that some peo- 
ple feel that it is not neces- 
sary to remind others of the 
great hazard in workisg with 
high-voltage. Amateur Radio 
has been blessed with few el- 
ectrical catastophes, so let us 
keep it that way. Remember 
Ross Hall, your loss may be 
just as great. 
Af you want to stay alive, 
here are some “MUST'S” that 
we all should do when opera- 
ting or working on the rig. 

(1) Make sure the frame 
is grounded, at all times. 


(2) Make sure the antenna 
is “grounded electrically”, al- 
ways. 

(a) Connect outer braid 
of co-ax to ground, or frame 
of set. 

(b) Connect a simple 2% 
mh choke across feedline to 
ground. Some engineers refer 
to this as a “Static Ground” 
but it’s purpose is to insure 
that a “D.C. short” exists in 
your atenna system so that 
you will be forwarned of any 
accidental high voltage break- 
down of coupling condensers, 
or coupling coils. 

(3) Do not work with Ra- 
dio, when barefooted. Use rub- 
ber mats on concrete or other 
than wood floors. Beware of 
wet floors or wet clothing un- 
less your already strapped in 
the electric chair, or are cri- 
manally insane. 


(4) Place a ground wire 
on plate cap of Final Tubes 
when probing or _ soldering 
around that “final”. Start by 
secureing the ground wire to 
the chassis first. “Flash” the 
end of this wire on the plate 
cap to discharge any lethal 
charge that may be there. 
Then secure firmly to plate 
cap. 

(5) If you absolutely 
MUST take your life in your 
own hands, a lot of us morons 
do! “Flash” a suspected “hot- 
spot” with the back of your 
hand. After all it will proba- 
bly only burn half way 
through from the outside of 
your hand, while from the in- 
side surface-your muscle ten- 
sions will tend to grasp the 
wire stronger and only by 
shear luck will you be able to

I would like to take this op- 
portunity to report the follow- 
ing, and to thank the numerous 
hams who participated in this: 


July 9th 1962. 7 a. m. E.S.T." 


informal request received 
from K5SGK New Orleans, 
La. Via ISSBN. 20 Meters: 
“Please contact in anyway 
possible, a Ralph Darcey, who 
is Ist mate on a chartered 
boat plying between Miami 
and Nassau, Request he im- 
mediately phone his sister in 
St. Louis. Mother suffered 
heart attack and dying. No 
other information available. 
K4CRU immediately got on 
50.250 Six Meters, which is 
the agreed and monitored fre- 
quency for Miami. K4RNG, 
Les responded and given the 
message. He proceeded to call 
all, agencies, Coast Guard 
Marine optrs, Boat Docks, etc. 
Other stations immediately 
checked in. K4CRU then tur- 
ned over control to Xyl-K4- 
JGU, Mildred. Other stations 
in and around the country 
(The Band being open) check- 
ed in and asked to help, and 
keeping the frequency open. 
Stations in Miami began to call 
the various agencies and stood 
by to receive replies, checking 
in with K4JGU on the progress 
Homestead and all the way to 
W.Palm Beach was Notified. 
All stations stood by until 11 
p. m. that evening. 


July 10th, 7 a. m. Report 
received from K5SGK New 
Orleans. Ralph Darcey Contac- 
ted by radio and original mes- 
sage delivered and to proceed 
to St. Louis upon docking in 
Miami. 

July 10th, 4:30 p. m. Phone 
call received from Miami Ham 
asking K4CRU to get on 20 
meters for emergency message 
fmomonmek 415 G K. K4CRU 
immidately contacted K5SGK 
and was asked to again con- 
tact Ralph Darcey, on the 
boat Malibar No. 13 and to 
stop him from going to St. 
Louis, as his mother had since 
died and her body was being 
shipped to New Orleans. K4- 


JGU immediately got on 6 
meters again and called 
Miami. W4PXY Pat respon- 


ded, she was given the added 
information and the c h a nge 
of destination. Pat proceeded 
to contact all of the agencies, 
especially the Immigration. 
Oey contact was kept be- 
tween K4JGU and W4PGY 
Pat. Up until 10 that night 
no report of contact. 
duly ith, a7 a.m. -contact 
again was made between K4- 


JGU and W4PXY and they 
continued. to report on the 
hour: Calling the agencies 
over and over again for news 
as time was getting short. 

vulye Lith 2°30 peim. W4- 
PXY to K4JGU- Ralph Darcy 
just called her and was given 
the change in plans and not- 
ified of his mother’s death: 
He was notified to contact 
W4PXY, by Mr. Hutchinson 
of the Immigration Service 
the minute he stepped off the 
boat. 

The reason that none of the 
agencies, such as the coast 
guard Marine Optrs and hams 
could not contact, the boat 
transmitters was down. Mr. 
Darcy called long distance to

gratulated her and all the 
hams in the handling the 
emergncy traffic and to the 
entire 6 meter group, and

“HAhatonka” sailing under the 
eallsot, KU PE. Some, will 
remember him in the U. S. 
Army Signal Corps, 84th Di- 
vision, when “CW” was get- 
ting started. While others will 
remember him as a navy man; 
first in 1937, as a Lieutendant 
J.G., in the Miami area, later 
on active duty in the Europ- 
ean and American Theatre, 
the Atlantic and Pacific Cam- 
paigns, and the Philippine Li- 
beration, winning him the pro- 
motion to Commander USNR. 

Going back to Chester’s ear- 
ly days in Indianapolis, we 
find him and Nobel Watson, 
9WE, building and operating 
the first broadcast station in 
the city, financed by Mr. An- 
gus of Esterline Angus Re- 
corders. 


By the time he was twenty- 
five, he had sailed every ocean 
and visited every continent 
with the exception of Austra- 
lia. Small wonder that he 
should select Miami as a place 
to settle down in 1930, and 
later marry his lovely wife, 


Mary, in late summer of 1932.

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NEW BUILDING MARKS 
LAKE’S 10th YEAR

The Lake Amateur Radio 
Association celebrates its 10th 
birthday in a big way this 
year, by moving into a new 
club building, built and paid 
for by the membership. One 
of the most unique organiza- 
tions in the state, participant 
in almost everything legal and 
wholesome, LARA now falls 
into the category of proud 
home-owner, and they have 
every right to be proud. 

When Bobby Henry, W4SXJ, 
was elected president July 31, 
1952 he certainly wasn’t think- 
ing about holding the job down 
for 10 years running, but 
that‘s the way it went. Under 
his leadership, the club grew 
from a half dozen or so hams 
meeting in a garage owned by 
George Fuller, Leesburg, to 
the present level of member- 
ship about 40 strong. 
You may have worked some 
of those first eager beavers: 
Art Benzee, W4FE (former 
SCM for E. Fla.), Reid Mar- 
tin, W4VDY, (pride of Tava- 
res), Bob Hollenbeck, W4IQJ, 
(talented TV mechanic), Earl 
Roth, W4YAN, (Hidden Bun- 
ny deluxe), and the then 2 
school boys, Gene Shelfer, W4- 
YUB, and David (M oney- 
Bags) Mathews, W4YUT. 

Financing this project is a 
story in itself! First step, of 
course, was to buy the lots. 
A nearby developer at Bass- 
wood Park made an attractive 
offer, a committee looked ov- 
er the sight (site) and the 
count up started. That is, the 
club looked over all its pos- 
sesions and began to count up 
what they might get out of 
them in the line of cash. There 
was the HQ 129X, the DX100, 
and a big heap of junk... 
all sold to purchase the lots. 
This was 3 years ago. 

The land was the easy part. 
But after you sell what you 
have, then what do you do? 
If you live in Lake County 
and belong to LARA, (as 
most hams do), you think 
back over the impossible thing's 


that have happened in the 
past ten years, and continue 
from there. For instance, how 
many clubs have you ever been 
in where a motion to adjoin 
the meeting was DEFEAT- 
ED? This happens quite of- 
ten ... .business goes on un- 
til the motion to go home is 
passed. How many clubs have 
you ever been in that meet 
at 8 PM Friday in the face 
of all the football, plays, 
school activities ad infinatum, 
to say nothing of community 
activities? LARA held its 503- 
rd regular meeting Friday, 
June 8th, and you can count 
going from there and you'll 
know what number the meet- 
ing will be, should you want 
to visit. If you don’t want to 
bother, it will be announced 
when the meeting is called to 
what is jokingly called “or- 
der”. Dues are collected week- 
ly, monthly, annually, and in 
between. There are schedules 
for regular members, associ- 
ate members, school boys, 
snow birds, and you name it, 
each with a separate set of 
rules as to voting, and other 
fine points, but what has ne- 
ver been limited in any way 
is discussion. 

When the size building was 
decided upon (32 x 21), and 
the cost figures presented. 
LARA decided they would sell 
each other notes, payable in 
8 years out of the dues they 
pay in, with interest at 6%. 
These were set up in $10 and 
$25 denominations and every- 
body dug deep and often to 
get the slab poured and the 
walls up. Then an anonomous 
doner came along with the 
roof, and some paint, and there 
you are - almost. 


Since the building, both size 
and quality must meet county 
building code _ specifications, 
there is still the matter of 
wiring up, which will probab- 
ly be completed by the time 
you read this. At this wri- 
ting, however, temporary wire 
was installed, and the emer- 
gency generator furnished the 
lights - testing for field day, 
of course. 

The ladies of LARA took 
over in the furniture division. 
Two rummage sales raised 
first $75 then $100 to buy 
folding chairs. This replaces 
one of the oddest collections 
of semi-antique furniture ever 
assembled in a surplus build- 
ing at the Leesburg Air Base, 
former home of the LARA. 
The shape and comparative 
comfort of the former equip- 
ment encouraged members to 
come early and get a seat - 


no kidding. To these girls al- 
so goes much credit for the 
5th Friday covered dish sup- 
pers, so much enjoyed by all. 

This may be one of the few 
clubs in the USA with so 
many genuine humorists - ev- 
ery member a joker in his 
own right, might have been 
the motto. For instance, some 
years ago, when some of these 
old timers were considered 
“lids” on such exclusive nets 
as the Knights of the you- 
know-what, it seems as though 
some unknightly Knight ran 
’em off the frequency. The 
result was a net known the 
certificate, which held its 486 
Megacycles”, complete with 
world over as “Morons of the 
Sunday morning on 29.560 mes. 
Then they had the “Lid-Knoc- 
kers” and the “Nut-Net’, both 
of which served their purpose 
and gone the way of many 
nets. The club paper is HAM 
SALAD, and high humor is 
a keynote of every meeting. 

W hile activities include 
Field Day, a booth in the Lake 
County Fair, assisting with 
the direction of the Waterme- 
lon Festival Parade, hidden 
transmitter hunts, an active 
TVI committee, and the afore- 
mentioned building program, 
the club has not overlooked 
such things as AREC, AMeri- 
can Red Cross, and RACES. 
In fact, 17 mobile units are 
monitored around the clock on 
50.472 FM by 38 base stations. 
In addition to the club-owned 
emergency generator, n 0 Ww 
housed in its new 4 x 8 build- 
ing, many of the membership 
are geared up for emergency 
operation at home. The value 
of this equipment and cooper- 
ation already proven by past 
performance, the county did 
not hesitate to complete a 30’ 
clay road to the new club, and 
also surface the large park- 
ing area. 

All this is in the hands and 
on the minds of the new of- 
ficers elected at a_ recent 
meeting: Bob Hollenbeck, W4- 
tin, W4VDY, Secretary; Bob- 
IQJ, President; Bill Davis, 
K4UYN, Vice Pres; Reid Mar- 
by Henry, W4SXJ, Treasurer;

“The Aer Beegler Story 


On June 15th an automobile 
roared out of the night. 

It struck a man down and 
‘roared away. The night 
seemed to have swallowed it 
‘up. The subsequent search has 
‘failed to locate the car or its 
driver. 

The brief seconds of impact 
‘left Herb Ziegler, K4LCF, New 
Smyrna Beach, @ heap of 
crumpled and broken bones 
lying in the street. 

It touched off a story of 
courage and devotion by all 
Herb’s friends as the news 
flashed out over the amateur 
frequencies. 

Ziegler had left the Ameri- 
can Legion Hall that night 
‘heading for his car. Only a 
‘few days earlier, he hed been 
elected commander of the Le- 
gion Post. 

' He wore the uniform of the 
Florida Highway Patrol Aux- 
iliary, in whose ranks he serv- 


Minutes later, his doctor 
‘was battling to save his life. 
_ Herb’s friends, were stunned 
over the hit-and-run accident 
‘but recovered more quickly 
than did Herb, and a flood of 
sympathy poured forth and 
engulfed the young man and 
his family. 

During the first 10 weeks 
‘of his hospitalization over 200 
QSL cards, letters and notes 
-of good will came to his room. 

The gifts of flowers and 
plants were so numerous that 
the medium sized _ hospital 
‘room could not begin to acom- 
modate them. 

Today, over four hundred 
‘get well cards dot the walls 
‘of his room, pinned there by 
nurses to cheer him up in the 
event he ever feels no one 
cares. 

But the aid did not confine 
itself to cards and flowers. 
Financial and spiritual help 
also came forth and Ziegler’s 
friends gave of their blood. 

At the height of his medi- 
cal crisis, when his doctor 
fought to push back the sha- 
dows seeking to envelope him, 
Herb’s friends donated 18 
pints of blood. 

His fellow workers, and su- 
pervisors at Owens Bros. Con- 
crete, split up his duties so 
they could avoid hiring a re- 
placement and could continue 
to pay Herb his salary. 
~ Herb, as he contemplates 
the future now, is cheerful and

optimistic. He figures just 
being alive puts him ahead 
of the game. 

His gratitude to his friends, 
his associates and his doctor, 
Thomas D. Cook, is touching- 
ly, almost embarrassingly, 
sincere. 

He seems to believe, and 
who can doubt him, that the 
wall of good wishes and com- 
(munity concern which sur- 
rounds him, convey a tonic 
effect which will help pull 
him through. 

He came to the hospital 
with two broken legs, a shat- 
tered pelvis, bones broken in 
his back and with serious in- 
ternal injuries. Complications, 
infections, extensive bleeding 
followed. 


At one point, a short time 
ago, he broke two more ribs 
just turning in his hospital 
bed. 

For Herb, a good looking 
trim young man, the months 
of pain and suffering have 
been interminable. 


Now he is able to sit up_ 


daily and his wife is permitted 
to wheel him about the hos- 
pital corridors and lobby in a 
wheel chair. It doesn’t sound 
like much for an athletic man 
but its a long wey from the 
shattered heap of broken bones 
lying in front of the American 
Legion Hall. 


Herb knows other long 
weeks await him. Weeks when 
he will be bound up in the 
cumbersome casts which re- 
strict his every movement. 


But he’s smiling and cheer- 
ful. And his faith is not de- 
batable. He wears the look 
of a man who knows he has 
friends. 

Herb had just completed a 
new QTH before his accident 
end neighbors and friends 
have moved them into their 
new home. Case, W4NGR and 
others moved Herb’s rig and 
now all that remains is to put 
up the antennas. 


K4VNA, W4NRG, K4CJC, 
W4FIM and others have vol- 
unteered to take care of this. 


Knowing the financial bur- 


den would be tremendous, a 
group of hams started to send 
help to Herb and in 4 short 
time $158. was deposited in 
Herb’s account. However, a 
group of Herb’s friends have 
gotten together to see if a 
substantial bit of help could 
be obtained. With the help of 
Florida Skip, it is planned to 
offer certain items of printed 
gizzmos which might appeal 
to hams for their own use or 
as gifts. 

Such an item appears on 
the reverse side of this page 
and it is hoped that you will 
avail yourself of a real bar- 
gain and at the same time 
express your sympathy to ’ol 
Herb.

ARRL REP AT ITU 


I had a strenuous but other- 
wise very pleasant trip to Eu- 
rope and one, quite success- 
ful. The amateur station 4U1- 
ITU, at the new headquarters 
building of the International 
Telacommunications Union, 
should be an impressive show- 
piece for non-amateur staff 
professionals and for visiting 
communications dignitaries 
from other countries __ all to 
help in further education of 
such people as to the amateur 
radio service. The equipment 
was donated by the Hallicraf- 
ters Company, in the name of 
the United States, to the Un- 
ion. The station will be under 
the control of the newly form- 
ed International Amateur Ra- 
dio Club, principal member- 
ship comprising amateurs on 
the ITU staff but general 
membership open to any am- 
ateur. I have received expres- 
sions of full cooperation with 
IARU in international ama- 
teur matters. 

I spent one day each in Lon- 
don, Amsterdam, Hamburg 
and Paris, visiting with the 
president and other officers of 
the national amateur societies 
in those countries. The dis- 
cussions were quite fruitful in 
obtaining a better mutual un- 
derstanding of our respective 
problems. A principal concern 
of all societies was long term 
protection of amateur inter- 
est on an international basis 
anda general desire to 
strengthen the IARU organi- 
zation, although no _ specific 
proposals to that end were 
forthcoming. I shall provide 
a more detailed report to the 
Executive Committee.

If you use silicon 
rectifiers instead of tubes you 
can draw some extra current 
from these transformers. Also 
needed is 28 volts at 2 amps.

Anyone interested in using 
220-225Mc for HAM-TV sound 
or regular AM-CW can secure 
a brand new 20 watt transmit- 
ter with up to date circuitry 
and tubes from Barry in NY 
for $12.50. Postage about $1.- 
50. It was originally battery 
operated and batteries will be 
furnished at no extra cost if 
you pay shipping. Conversion 
to 144-48 Mc is included as 
well as schematic. Have shown 
mine to a number of hams and 
they all agree it is a nice 
piece of gear. Tubes, cable & 
plug are included. This VHF 
transmitter is designated as

A.M. requires around 6 ke 
of valuable band space; SSB 
requires around 2kes. If a 
SSB Xctr is pointed directly 
at your receiver, the signal 
strength is maximum. If off 
to the side or back you will 
get negative peak clipping. A 
not-so-nice name for it is splat- 
ter. The point of importance 
is that the “splatter” is con- 
fined to the receiver. Your 
receiver is probable receiving 
carrier, both upper and lower 
sideband, depending on your 
antenna system and proximity 
to the Xmtr. Manufacturers 
say: (1) 50db unwanted side- 
band suppression - 60db car- 
rier suppression and (2) plac- 
ed in upper sideband you will 
not hear the carrier or lower 
sideband. It is wishful think- 
ing that this would be true 
with the local sidewinders in 
Miami, Hollywood and Ft. 
Lauderdale, Hollywood and Mi- 
ami A.Mer’s have tuned around 
50.1 to 50.15 and read perfect- 
ly the SSB signal coming thru 
on A.M., and their carrier-well 
if they get below an S7-maybe 
you will hear another A.M. 
station calling CQ. Tuning 
your receiver for SSB you will 
find the offender is about 10 
ke’s wide and the sideband 
covers about 25 Kes. What do 
you do about it - of course, 
move up the band to get away 
from it. Why do the A.Mer’s 
have to move? Simply because 
it is easier to pick up your 
typewriter and write about it 
hoping that the offenders will 
read your article and try to 
correct their unwanted side- 
bands and take out their car- 


rier. Tune your receiver to 
SSB when band is open and 
the sidewinders up North have

no carrier - no wide sideband. 

The Ft. Lauderdale and Hol- 
lywood SSB Xmtrs have re- 
peatedly been outside the fone 
portion of the band. Many 
times they chop up DX on CW. 

We have no local 00 on 6 
mtrs. to appeal too and no 
one likes to call the local En- 
gineer in Charge of FCC about 
another ham. So we put up 
with it. Many Northern A.M. 
stations in QSO have been 
heard to say “Had difficulty 
reading you because of splat- 
ter from a Florida SSB sta- 
tion”. QRM is quite common 
on A.M. However with 3 SS- 
B’ers utilizing 50 Kes or more 
from 50.1 to 50.15 with un- 
wanted carrier and sideband 
suppression, the AM hams 
have little hopes of working 
the lower 50 ke fone portion. 
If the 3 utilized 6 Kes (SSB 
requires around 2 Kes) then 
44 kes would be open for A.M., 
now impossible. 

Most every one has copied 
SSB on lower bands and no- 
ticed the “pile-up” within a 
few Kes. However with care- 
ful tuning they all may be 
copied. 


Why is such an article writ- 
ten? Simply to ask the Side- 
winders to talk to five or ten 
of their friends in their area 
and inquire about their side- 
band signal on 6 mtrs. If what 
is written is the truth then 
no apology is necessary to the 
SSB boys. It it is not the 
treth then the writer is all 
“wet”, will apologize personal-

It is with much trepodity 
that we venture to talk of the 
future. Who can say? But 
surely these accomplishments 
open the road to broader 
fields of Amateur Radio. The 
scientific world is startled at 
our A.R.R.L.’s achievement. 
In most graphic ways we have 
demonstrated the high radia- 
tion efficiences of the short 
waves. To put a message 
across the Atlantic on less 
than one kilowatt! It WAS 
DONE. To cross the Atlantic 
on antenna powers of fifty 
watts or less! IT WAS DONE. 
To get over on wave legths 
sometimes under 200 meters, 
with our aerials that are 
grasshoppers compared to the 
commercial stations- THAT 
TOO WAS DONE! 


Some of the stations had re- 
markably low power. But they 
used CW and one of the great- 
est lessons to be learned from 
these tests is how very much 
better CW is than spark. 


We sincerely hope that as 
a result of these tests ama- 
teurs not only in Britain but 
the Continent as well will be 
inspired with the ambition to 
get into the relay game and 
duplicate our feat in the re- 
verse direction, giving us the 
opportunity to repay our debt 
to them; that, being shown 
possible, one-w ay amateur 
traffic to England and other 
countries may begin soon on 
schedule; and that the British 
authorities in particular will 
be so impressed by the poten- 
tialities of such work as de- 
monstrated by our tests that 
the amateur restrictions in 
that country may soon be suf- 
ficiently modified to give hope 
of successful two-way amateur 
communication accross the At- 
lantic. 


That will be fun, eh, fel- 
lows-to sit at the old set on 
a cold winter’s night, the 
bulbs burning cosily in front 
while the generator purrs 
sweetly in the corner, the old 
cob pipes neatly filled in ad- 
vance and set in a row for a 
hard night’s work-and then 
clear England, Sco t land, 
France, and Holland in turn!

Dear Andy, 


Approximately an hour ago, 
I got this month’s issue of 
“Skip”, and since we have 
moved three times in the last 
month, somehow the Post of- 
fice got it folded in revesre 
and the first (and only) thing 
I saw was the letter from 
Mort, 2W2722. 

I don’t often write to any- 
one, let alone a magazine or 
paper, but I feel compelled at 
this time to do so, and I am 
sure that many other think- 
ing hams have had their ire 
aroused by this particular 
piece of blasphemy directed 
our way. 

The C. B. faction did not 
take away our 11 meter band- 
true enough they are using 
those frequencies, but the F. 
C. C., as our governing au- 
thority, took the U.S. hams 
off this band by the same 
authority that was used ori- 
ginally to grant us the same. 

Our C. B. “friend’’, the five- 
watt self appointed modern 
Day Daniel Webster, will ne- 
ver be able to sell the “great 
compromise” to me personally. 
To suggest “marrying” Citi- 
zens Band Radio and Ham Ra- 
dio is a preposterous suggest- 
ion. No greater differences 
exist in any radio communica- 
tion field than in those two. 
The ham is a pioneer in the 
field of radio, not merely a 
“Johnny-come-lately” looking 
for a free ride. From their 
meager beginning, a foster 
child of the empty “Mothers 
Oats box” and a dilapidated 
model “T” coil, the ham has 
figured heavily in every sig 
nifficant development in the 
field of radio that is known 
today.
